Brutal Township’* $7,270,WHI sewer project is all 
ready to go. 
Contracts, totalling $5,838,592.37, were awarded last 
night at a joint meeting of the Bristol Township Sewer 
Authority and the township board of commissioners. 


Awarding of the nine contracts 
clears the way for construction 
work to begin sometime in May. 
Laying of sewer lines to appro­ 
ximately 5,300 homes in the un­ 
sewered areas, which represent 
about 40 per cent of the township, 
is expected to take 21 months.

Installation of the lines will 
begin simultaneously with th e 
construction of a sewage treat­ 
ment plant on River Road, Croy­ 
don, and the building of seven 
new pumping stations.

Johnson said. 
The reduction in commutation 1587 
oil rate to two and one-half cents at 
all bridges has generated more 
traffic but has resulted in a re­ 
duction in revenue since many 
patrons who fMmerly paid a cash 
toll are now using the reduced 
rate commutation tickets, he add­ 
ed.

An apartm ent ownere who pre­ 
viously paid only one bill for a 
IO • unit apartm ent, might now 
have to pay a bill for IO units, 
he said.

ing scale rule covering minimum 
use of water which also applies.
